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Tuition hits 
$3000 mark 


A $400 increase in tuition for the 
1980-81 academic year was announc- 
ed today by Dr. Meneve Dunham, 
president. The 12.9 per cent hike will 
cause Clarke tuition to jump to 
$3,100. 

_ Inflation, salary hikes and the addi- 
tion of new faculty positions were cited 
by Dunham ‘as factors leading to the 
increase. 

Dunham said the increase is com- 
parable to or lower than tuition in- 
creases at other colleges. 

Room and board expenses will also 
go up, but by percentages lower than 
the tuition increase. Board will rise 2.8 ” 
per cent, from $850 to $875. Room 
rates will rise anywhere from 3.4 per 
cent to 8.3 per cent. The most expen- 
sive rooms, those in Mary Frances Hall 
with bath, will cost $900, while a dou- 
ble room in Mary Josita Hall will be 
the least costly at $675.

Convicted felons aren’t society's only 
prisoners. Age has taken its toll on old- 
timers Al, Joe and Willie as the trio 
finds itself languished to a park bench

death. 

But Joe, played by George Burns, 
refuses to take it all sitting down. 
Along with his declaration that he’s 
“sick of this shit” comes the notion of 
breaking loose and whooping it up to 
the very end. Or, as the motion pic- 
ture’s title suggests . . . “Going in 
Style.” - 

By convincing his sidekicks Al and 
Willie (Art Carney and Lee Strasberg) 
they have nothing to lose and every- 
thing to gain by turning to crime, 
Burns breathes new life into their for- 
merly-stale existences and renews in 
himself a feeling of worth. 

In slapstick fashion, the three pull 
an amateurish bank heist. Following

\Center Opens 


According to the results of a survey 
taken last semester by Dr. Mark 
Miller, director of the counseling cen- 
ter, students indicated an interest in a 
readily available alcohol information 
or counseling service. This expressed 
student interest in such a center, cou- 
pled with a trend to have these services 
on college campuses, prompted the 
opening of Clarke’s Alcohol Informa- 
tion Center. 

Miller expressed a concern that stu- 
dents might misunderstand the pur- 
pose of the center and see it in a nega- 
tive way. He emphasized the fact that 
it is a center for knowledge, not treat- 
ment) and is aimed at preventing alco- 
hol problems. 

Furthermore, Miller elaborated, 
“Based on what people say, we don’t 
have any more of a problem than any 
other college or university.” F 

The Alcohol Information Center is 
meant to function as an initial re- 
source for students, a drop-in center, a 


reach-out program and a sponsor for -

Willie’s (Strasberg) death, Al and Joe 
clean up in a Las Vegas craps game. 
In both instances, the characters are 
reminding their more youthful obser- 
vers that the elderly are a force to be 
taken seriously. 

Joe’s acceptance of Willie’s and then 
Al’s death, his insistence on being 
punished for his crime, and his vow to 
get out of prison someday (if only in 
spirit), reveal a philosophy of squeez- 
ing all one can out of life before giving 
in to death. 

Burns carries the picture. His 
touching, yet powerful performance 
turns an otherwise mediocre work into 
a sensitive. realistic commentary. 

The film is a poignant reminder of 
society's failure to deal with the plight 
of the elderly, the nation’s forgotten 
people. It is a story of death and re- 
birth, of winning and losing. “Going 


in Style” reflects the prizefighter spirit 
of the underdog going the full fifteen 
rounds — and coming back for more.
